THE CONTINGENCY FUND OF INDIA (AMENDMENT) BILL, 1998 

A Bill further to amend the Contingency Fund of India Act, 1950. 

Bf, it enacted by Parliament in the Forty-ninth Year of the Republic of India as 
follows:— 

1. (J) This Act may be called the Contingency Fund of India (Amendment) Act, 

1998. 

(2) It shall be deemed to have come into force on the 26th day of December, 1997. 

2. In section 2 of the Contingency Fund of India Act, 1950 (hereinafter referred to 
as the principal Act), for the proviso, the following provisos shall be substituted, namely:— 

'Provided that during the period beginning on the 26th day of December, 
1997 and ending on the 23rd day of January, 1998, this section shall have effect 
subject to the modification that for the words "fifty crores of rupees", the 
words "fourteen thousand seven hundred crores of rupees" shall be substituted:

Provided further that during the period beginning on the 24th day of 
January, 1998 and ending on the 31st day of March, 1998, this section shall have 
effect subject to the modification that for the words "fifty crores of rupees", the 
words "thirty-two thousand four hundred and ninety crores of rupees" shall be 
substituted.'. 

3. ( 1 ) The Contingency Fund of India (Amendment) Ordinance, 1997 and the 
Contingency Fund of India (Amendment) Ordinance, 1998 are hereby repealed. 

(2) Notwithstanding such repeal, anything done or any action taken under the principal 
Act, as amended by the said Ordinances, shall be deemed to have been done or taken under 
the principal Act, as amended by this Act.

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STATEMENT OF OBJECT'S AND REASONS 


Under articles 267(1) and 283(1) of the Constitution, the Contingency Fund of India 
Act, 1950, was enacted providing for the establishment of the Contingency Fund of India 
and for the custody of such fund and for the payment of moneys into and withdrawal of 
moneys from it. The corpus of the Contingency Fund of India, established under the Con¬ 
tingency Fund of India Act, 1950 is Rs. 50 crorc. As the available budgetary grants and the 
Contingency Fund could not accommodate fully the commitments of the Government, an 
immediate augmentation of the corpus of the Contingency Fund became necessary. There¬ 
fore, an Ordinance, namely, the Contingency Fund of India (Amendment) Ordinance, 
1997 was promulgated by the President on 26th December, 1997 to temporarily raise the 
coipus of the Fund by Rs. 14,650 crorc so as to make it to Rs. 14,700 crorcs up to the 
financial year ending on 31st March, 1998 for meeting unavoidable items of expenditure 
during the current financial year ending on 31st March, 1998. While working out the 
gross requirement of additional funds for the purpose of enhancement in the corpus of the 
Contingency Fund of India, certain budget neutral accounting ad|ustments requiring sup¬ 
plementary appropriation were excluded. Therefore, to meet this additional requirement 
of funds the corpus of the Contingency Fund of India was again raised temporarily for the 
current financial year ending on 31st March, 1998 from Rs. 14,700 crore to Rs. .32,490 
crore through an Ordinance, namely, the Contingency Fund of India (Amendment) Ordi¬ 
nance, 1998 promulgated on 27th January, 1998 by the President under article 123(1) of 
the Constitution. These items of expenditure were to be included in ihc second batch of 
supplementary demands for grants for the current financial year, which could not be pre¬ 
sented to Parliament as the Lok Sabba was dissolved on December 4, 1997. 

2. The Bill seeks to replace the Contingency Fund of India (Amendment) Ordinance, 
1997 and the Contingency Fund of India (Amendment) Ordinance., 1998.

14,700 crorc and further by Rs. 17,790 crorc to Rs, 32,490 crorc upto the year ending on 
the 31st day of March, 1998 and for matters connected therewith, recommends under 
clause (1) of article 11 7, and clause (3) of article 117 of Lhc Constitution, the introduction 
olYhe Contingency Fund of India (Amendment) Bill, 1998, in I.ok Sahha and its consid¬ 
eration by that House. 
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FINANCIAL MEMORANDUM 

Clause 2 of the Bill provides For raising the corpus of the Contingency Fund of India 
from Rs. 50 crores to Rs. 32,490 crores by transfer of an amount of Rs. 32,440 crores from 
the Consolidated Fund of India to the Contingency Fund of India during the financial year 
ending on 31st March, 1998. The Bill, thus, involves a withdrawal of Rs. 32,440 crores 
from the Consolidated Fund of India temporarily. The actual expenditure has been in¬ 
curred from out of an advance of Rs. 32,490 crcres from the Contingency Fund of India 
sanctioned to various Ministries of Government of India for incurring the expenditure on 
committed items pending authorisation by law under article 115 of the Constitution. 

2. No recurring expenditure is involved.

payment during the financial year 1998-99, in respect of the services relating to Railways 
specified in column 2 of the Schedule. 

3. The sums authorised to be withdrawn from and out of the Consolidated Fund of 
India by this Act shall be appropriated for the services and purposes expressed in the 
Schedule in relation to the said year.

Bn it enacted by Parliament in the Forty-ninth Year of the Republic of India as 

follows:— 

1 . This Act may be called the Appropriation Act, 1 998- 

2. From and out of the Consolidated Fund of India there may be paid and applied sums 
not exceeding those specified in column 3 of the Schedule amounting in the aggregate to the 
sum of one lakh sixty-nine thousand four hundred and seventy-two crores and ninety lakh 
rupees towards defraying the several charges which will come in course of payment during 
the financial year 1997-98, in respect of the services specified in column 2 of the Schedule. 

3. The sums authoried to be paid and applied from and out of the Consolidated Fund of 
India by this Act shall be appropriated for the services and purposes expressed in the 
Schedule in relation to the said year.
